Tolstoi was excommunicated by 


1 y synod and in October, 1902. he de- 


religious profeesions. On the Russian censor 
refusing to permit its publication, Tolstoi 
applied to the London Times, which printed 
the long article in full. He continued from 
that time on to address his literary efforts 
“to the British press. On March 17, 1806, the 
London Daily Chronicle published a long 
letter from Tolstoi to a correspondent in 
England on the Venezuelan dispute, which 
had arisen between the United States and 
Great Britein. It was a strong indictment 
of war. 

Tolstoi several times was threatened with 
expulsion from Russia, and several times, 
according to report, was upon the point of 
being exiled; but he seemes on the whole 
to have been treated with unusual leniency, 
in view of his strongly pronounced views, 
especially as set forth in a maniferto,en- 
titled The People’s Rights,“ his criticisms 
of imperial acts and his open letters to the 
emperor. He was, however, expelled from 
Moscow in July, 1901, and since had re- 
sided at Yasnaya Pollana. His health at 
that time was poor and for a period his life 
was in danger, but he regained his strength 
and resumed work. Later he suffered a re- 
lapse and in February, 1002, was reported 
to be dying. Once more he rallied and in 
June his recovery was pronounced complete. 


Denounced Russo-Jap War. 


In July, 1904, Tolstol wrote a strong erticle 
denouncing the Russo-Japanese war, which | 
caused the seizure of the Novosti of St. 
Petersburg, which publMshed it. and a re- 
vival of the reports of the government’s in- 
tention to take severe action against the 
author. 

In January, 1905, Tolstol published an open 
letter to the emperor regarding the internal 
conditions in Russia, which was printed 
throughout the world, and sotne time later 
he completed his drama Behind the Scenes 
in War, the production of which was pro- 
hibited: in St. Petersburg. 

The London Times on Sept. 1, 1905, pub- 
Mghed a seven column article be Tolstoi en- 
titled A Great Iniquſty,“ dealing with the 
land question and declaring that Russia is 
Hvjng through an important time thet is 
destined to have enormous resulte The 
article was largely devoted to the theories 
of the late Henry George and declared that 
the land question had reached a state of ripe- 
ness such as fifty years ago was reached by 
the question of serfdom. 

n 1907 he wrote a letter to Paul Sabatier 
of Paris as a reply to the latter’s book on the 
disestablishmenht ot the church in France. In 
this communication the Russian writer pre- 
dicted the possible reduction of all the Chris- 
tian countries of the west to a state of vas- 
galage to the Japanese and other oriental 
people, basing his prediction on the ground 
that it is only in the orient that religion and 

atriotism are synonymous. 


Celebrations on SOth Birthday. 
On the occasion of Tolstoi’s eightieth birth- 
Gay extensive celebrations were held. al- 
though they were strongly disapproved by 


the Russian government and were made the 


subject. of an appeal by the holy syncd to all 
believers to abstain from participation.

With these objects In view he, as early as 
1875, organised peasant schools on a new and 
original educational basis, coSperated in the 
improvement of cheap, popular publications, 
organized relief for the starving population 
of middle Russia [in 1891-'92], renounced his 
property in copyright, land and money, and, 
during the recent agrarian disturbances, ac- 
tually, but vainly invited the peasants to 
plunder his estate at Yasnaya Poliana. 

There he lived the life of @ peasant, in a 
peasant's hut, partaking only of the simple 
peasant’s food and wearing the peasants’ 
costume—rough blouse, broad leather belt. 
fur cap, and wide trousers tucked into high 


But although Tolstoi chose the existence 
of a peasant. his,family occupied the sub- 
stantial family manston on the Yaenaya 
Poliana estate, not far from Tolstol’s peasant 
hut. In the mansion was the author's H- 
brary and there he went whenever he desired 
to dictate to his secretary. efter Which he 
returned to his peasant occupations. 

Tolstol wae a great reader and among his 
recreations were chess, cycling, lawn ten- 
nis and swimming. 


Power Was Cosmopolitan. 

Few Russians ever more fully incarnated 
the contradictions as well as the qualities 
qt the race than Count Tolsto!, who was both 
aristocrat and plebelan. Fewer had his as- 
tonishing experiences or showed_his extraor- 
dinary versatility. * 

It was his genius in the intellectual field 
Phat made his power cosmopolitan, and 
though he wrote only in Russian—the once 
half-barbarous language which Peter the 
Great had to edit—his speech on any impor- 
tant question was waited for and quickened 
thought to the ends of the earth. 

Tolsto! was especially a power to be reck- 
oned with in his own country. Born shortly 
after the suppressed ineurrection of the De- 
cemberists against Nicholas I., he lived to

Tolstol survived alike the excommunica- 
tion of the holy synod and the threat of exile 
by the civil power. Never was the element 
of personal n of admiration, almost 
of worship, lacking, and to. the time of his 
recent disappearance the sage’s quiet country 
house at Yasnaya Polyana continued to be 
a place of resort for pligrims from every 
country of the civilized world. 

Tolstol was the youngest of four sone. Both 
parents figure in the famous novel, War 
and Peace, the one as Nicholas Ilish Ros- 
toff, the other as Marie Volkhonsky. The 
mother died soon after the lad's birth, the 
father seven years later. 

The boy’s mind early turned to crime, 3 

ical questions... Seized with the idea of d 
voting bimself to the interests of the peas- 
ants, he suddenly gave up his college work, 
returned to Yasyana Polyana and spent some 
time busying himself with outdoor country 
life. 
The year of 1851 found him reveling in the 
scenery of the Caucasus, where he had trav- 
eled on a. visit to his eldest brother. It was 
here that he entered the army by joining a 
military brigade. For three years, and until 
the outbreak of the war with Turkey, he was 
stationed on the River Terek. . 


Literary Career Begins. 


By 1862 his literary career already bad 
begun with the writing of his life as a child 
and with the collection of materia! afterward 
used in “ The Cossacks” and other stories. 
But he had as yet no thought of devoting 
himself wholly to Uterature. The moving 
episodes of his life were yet to come. 

When the eastern war began Tolstoi was 
assigned, at his own request, to.the staff ot 
Prince Gortschakoff, commanding the Rus- 
sian army of the Danube. 

Taking part in the Crimean war of 1858-'56, 
he fought at Sebastopol. As commander of 
a mountain battery and one of the defend- 
ers of the Malakoff the young officer did 
brilliant service. 

The campaign over, Tolstoi went to St. 
Petersburg and there came into close asso- 
ciation with Turgihenieff, Nekrassoff, Gou- 
charoff, Ostrovsky, and other celebrities. 
Added to the pleasures of the “ literary even- 
inge was the giddy whirl of social life, 

For three years Tolstoi was gay with the 
gayest. He dissipated at wine parties, went 
on sleighing expeditions, looked in at the 
high teas of aristocracy, and reveled in the 
court balls. The material was excellent for 
descriptive purposes, and he reproduced it 
to the Mfe in War and Peace.“ 

But this quaffing of social pleasures ended 
in disgust. At the end of his three years’ so- 
journ in the Russian capital Tolstol turned 
a Fay disillusionized. With new values tak- 
ing shape in his mind, we went abroad. trav-

Wanders Into the Steppes.

Shortly 
afterward, Lawrence Ryan and Paul Her- 
rick, school chums of Childs’ at Lewis in- 
stitute, gave up some of their blood in a 
vain effort to save his life, 

It was while hurrying to catch a Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad train at Berteau 
and Hunting -avenues, that young Childs, 
‘who was 19 years old, was run down by the 
train he planned to take. He was return- 
ing home from the opening exercises of the 
Cay! Schurz High schoo! with his sister, Mar- 
jorie Childs, 17 years old, and a group of ac- 
quaintances. 


Shoves Girls to Safety. 

The party attempted to cross the tracks 
directly in front of the train. When he real- 
ized how close the train was, young Childs 
pushed his sister and Miss Elsie Cooper, an- 
other companion. across the tracks in safety, 
but on account of the’slippery condition of the 
ground where be was standing he fell and 
was unable to get out of the way of the 
engine himself.

Gratifies Hearers’ Hopes in Stellar 
Opera Coloratura Role. 


STAR CHORUS IS GREAT AID. 


Miss Grenville and Mr. Dalmores Give 
Taust“ New Force and Point.

Mme. Melba was welcomed by a large au- 
dience yesterday afternoon when she made 
her second appearance for the present yr 
son as Violetta Valery in Verdis 
Traviata.” Those patrons of the art tes 
prize pure vocal beauty as the chiefest of 
musical virtues had cherished high expec- 
tations as to Mme. Melba's interpretation of 
this great coloratura role, and it ie a pleas- 
ant task to record the full realization of those 
expectations. 

Until Mme. Melba sings for us again it is 
doubtful if the opera will offer examples of 
pure vocalism that can be compared to her 
performance of the afternoon. The six years 
that she has been absent from Chicago have 
brought no appreciable change to a voice 
that must be regarded as one of the most 
beautiful that the world of song bas ever 
known, a circumstance that was chronicled 
gratefully when she made her first appear- 
ance with the Chicago opera in La Bo- 
heme’ Wednesday evening. In La Tras 
viata she discovered greater opportunities 
for it is. devoted entirely to the exploitation 
of the singer as such to the exclusion of all 
dramatic values. 


_ Music and Song Another Epoch’s. 

It culminates in the famous coloratura aria 
in the first act, A fors e lul.“ Mme. Melba’s 
delivery of this number cannot be estimated 
by the standards that apply to the song of 
the present. The music belongs to another 
epoch. So does her song. In the realm of 
instrumental music there may, however, be 
found a standard of comparison. Conceive 
the tone of a clarinet magnified and giori- 
fied by the quality of human sympathy. 
Augment the flexibility and facility of that. 
inetrument and remove from it every trace 
of tonal impurity; perfect its legato until 
absolute evenness of tone in point of rhyth- 
mical, dynamic, and qualitative value has 
been attained, and it will suggest faintly 
the beauty, purity, and sympathy of Mme. 
Melba’s voice. 

That such an environment stil? may be 
made interesting and beautiful was demon- 
strated convincingly by the forees of the 
Chicago opera—no mean achievement, by 
the way. Mr. Campanini showed his respect 
for the ancient score by co4ucting it him- 
self, instead of deputing the task to one of 
his able assistants. He levished as much 
‘care upon it as if it had been an orchestral 
riddle by Strauss or Debussy, and it is safe to 
assert that the opera has, in consequence, 
never achieved such a complete realization 
of its many beauties at a previous hearing in 
Chicago. Too often has it known careless 
performance—with one brilliant singer to 
draw the audience and many incompetent 
ones to cut down the expense account. 


“Faust” Has First Hearing. 
Faust,“ which the management of the 
Chicago opera has avoided for a period of 
sixteen days, thereby establishing a record 
in operatic annals, came to its first hearing 
at night at the popular priced performance. 
For once there seems to be occasion to re- 
gret the tardy appearance of the much sung 
Gounod opera, and to express the hope that 
it may soon be given again, for Mr. Dippel’s 
artists accomplished the difficult task of 
this most yed number of the 
repertory seem fresh, if not quite new. There 
were new costumes, and many new details 
of stage business, all attractive. Even the 
familiar scenery had known the hand of the 
retoucher.

Many uncon- 
sidered interpretations of the part have in- 
clined one to overlook its dramatic possi- 
bilities, which in the hande of this capable 
actor are effectively realized. He sang the 
music’ with the same finished art that 
brought him success in other and more sig- 
nificant parts. 

Miss Grenville confirmed the favorable im- 
pressions reported upon when she made her 
debut last week as Mimi. In voice and in 
person she is well suited to the role of Mar- 
guerite. She gave the Jewel Song with 
girigsh spontaneity and with adequate if not 
authoritative realization t its vocal possi- 
bilities. Most charming and effective display 
of her abilities as an actress was made in 
her entrance in the first scene of the second 
act, which constituted one of the charming 
novelties of the performance. Not sedate- 
I and reposefully, as more mature imper- 
sonators of the part have accustomed us to 
expect her, but running and laughing hap- 
pily with two companions, she met her hero. 
Not since Miss Farrar aid the role here 
several years ago has a Marguerite displayed 
so much originality, for this happy begin- 
ning was only the first inflection of a de- 
lightfully fresh and girlish reading of the 


Mephisto Lacks the Satanic. 

Mr. Arimond! was not a convincing Me- 
phisto. His voice lacke the necessary harsh 
sonority. It is.euave, ingratiating, sufficient- 
ly profound, but never incisive, never ma- 
licious, never sinister in its color.

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GUN EXPLOSION KILLS FOUR 


Testing of Rifle at Indian Head 
Grounds Proves Fatal. 


BREECH IS BLOWN OUT. 


Inquiry Will Be Made Into Causes of 
Naval Fatality. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10. our mea 
were killed today by the premature explo- 
sion of a five inch fifty-one caliber gun at 
the Indian Head proving grounds of the navy. 
The breech block of the gun, which was bo- 
ing tested. blew backward into the crew. 
Lieut. Arthur G. Caffee, who was in charge 
of the gun, was one of the men killed. 

The ordnance bureau has ordered a board 
of inquest to inquire into causes of the acci-: 
dent, the only witnesges to which were John 
C. Coleman and Sidney Dyson, both colored. 

The gun, which was a new one from the 
navy yard gun factory and was being tested 
for the first time, had already been fred 
twice. The accident occurred during the 
third round, just as the breech was being 
closed. The accident was similar td the ex- 
plosion that caused the death of ten poldiers 
in the pit of one of the disappearing guns at 
Fort Monroe, Va., last summer. 

The explosion probably was due to a bent 
or fouled firing pin which projected beyond 
the face of the breech plug of the gun.

PROF: c. k. CARHABT.. who died at the 
Lakeside hospital last Sunday and whose 
ashes. were interred. at Graceland cemetery 
last Wednesday, occupied an important po- 
sition in contemporaneous literary history. 
Born on a farm in Delaware county, Ohio, 
April 1. 1861, he was graduated at the Mis- 
eouri State Normal school at Cape Girardeau 
at the age of 19 and immediately was ehosen 
to occupy two important chairs, as profes- 
sor of science and art.

matter how willing they may be te work.“ 

“Indeed, we have a large class of such 
women in New Tork.“ averred Miss Dreier in 
response to a question. “ But I am not sure 
that I am stating the situation correctly. 

“T think it would be true to say that we 
have a large number of such helpiess women 
in every class. It is the supreme tragedy of 
our industrial life.

“Tt is impossibie for the woman 
over 50 to obtain a position where either men- 
tal or manual labor—except the crudest, 
roughest varieties of the latter—insure her | 
even a le living wage.

A Ghetto stands out because its 
peculiarities distinguish it from surrounding 
culture. 


Jews Always Segregated, 

Jews brought to Europe certain tendencies. 
One of these is to live in solid and perma- 
nently distinct areas. And they segregate— 
in Rome, Cracow, Londons east end, New 
York's east side. While nowhere in Europe 
have they developed to any considerable de- 
gree the idea of nationality, their traditions 
and customs are as dear to them as are the 
traditions of Poland to Poles. Hence there 
is Üttle in or out flowing from these Jewish 
coionies: They maintain themselves on an 
igiand of extraneous thought and custom. 
Repeated efforts to break up Ghettos in 
certain European cities have had Attie or 
no result. Misery loves company, and com- 
munity of thought and religion holds people 
together. Denied certain avenues to success, 
‘either by law or by their own tastes and m- 
clinations, affinity ‘holds them in crowded, 
forlorn, poverty stricken districts. Like

IS HAPPY OVER ELECTION.

LONDON, Nov, 19.—John E. Parsons, @ 
New York lawyer, who has been in Paris 
since early in September, sailed on the Maure- 
tania today; accompanied by his wife. Before 
he left he broke his usual reticence by giving 
hig opinion of the political and industrial 
situation in the United States. 
“Tam an old time Democrat and wag 
brotight up in ‘Westchester county, N. T., 
when it was almost a crime to be anything 
except a Democrat, he said. 

I could not, therefore, fall to be pleased 
with the Democratic success in so many im- 
portant states. If the important members 
of the party will ube their opportunities on 
the lines which I-always have associated 
with the party—economy of administration, 
recognition of the rights of the state ag 
against attempted usurpation by the federal 
government, sound money, and substantial 
tariff? ceform—the country will have every 
occasion to be grateful. 

Oppressed by Legislation, 

“The country is oppressed by a mass 
of legisiation, federal and state. One great 
boon which can come with a Democratic 
house And control of the executive and senate 
by the Republicans will be the stoppage of 
legislation upon every possible subject with 
continued unrest at a time when what is most 
desired is freedom for the persons who are 
carrying on the important interests of the 
country. 

“I have just returned from Paris. In

KAISER INDORSES IDEA. 


Pecuniary Aftermath Reason 80

No one, not even Prince Alfonso of Bour- 
bon, the younger brother of the late Don 
Carlos and president of the International 
Anti-Dueling league, has done more toward 
diminishing the number of single combats 
than Emperor William. Whereas at the 
time of his accession there were considera- 
bly over 1,200 encounters of this kind in 
the German army and navy each year, it 
is doubtful whether the annual average to- 
day amounts to a dozen all told. 

I call attention to this because the kaiser 
within the last few weeks has issued a 
rescript dealing with the duello, and which, 
from its tenor, might convey the impression 
that he encourages instead of discounte- 
nances the practice. The matter, therefore, 
requires some explanation, which will be 
found all the more timely inasmuch as a 
young Philadelphian named Anthony Stew- 
art was wounded in a duel with Prince Fer- 
dinand de Faucigny-Lucinge a few days ago 
in the environs of Paris, the rencontre 
serving to show that Americans who fre- 
quent continental society in Europe must 
be prepared to conform to the ethics of the 
latter and to be ready at all times to comply 
with the requirements of the code of honor. 


— 

Emperor Wimam has succeeded in dimin- 
ishing the number of duels in his army and 
navy, and particularly the deadly encounters 
arising from trifiing disputes, by insisting 
that no combat of this kind shall take place 
until the matter has been paseed upon by a 
court, of honor, composed, in the main, by 
officers of the regiment or corps to which 
one or both ot the adversaries may belong. 
For in Germany almost every man of any 
social position holds a commission, either 
on the active or on the reserved list, of the 
The courts of honor are re- 
quired by the sovereign to determine whether 
or not.a reconciliation is possible, whether 
an apology can be made or accepted with- 
out loss of dignity, and, above all, if the 
subject of the quarrel is one worthy of set- 
tlement by means of an armed encounter. 

The emperor takes the ground that inas- 
much as the honor of the individual officer 
affecte the honor of the entire regiment or 
corps to which he belongs there can be no 
better judges of what is necessary in the 
case than his comrades. He holds the courts 
of honor to strict account. If they author- 
ize a duel for causes which he regards in- 


| 


adequate he is apt to not merely criticise the 
officers composing it but to demand the sur- 
render of their commissions. On the other 
hand, they are equally Mable-to be punished 
in ‘thie way if they err on the of too 
great leniency. 

Emperor William's recent rescript deals 
with the duello that has been not only sanc- 
tioned but even enacted by the courts of 
honor, and has been issued for the purpose 
of expressing his preference for the sword 
or ag the weapon to be employed 
in encounters of this kind; first of all, be-

Trusts 
and combines are yet solid themselves 
and the hookworm remaingrampant and 
triumphant. So, what's the use?

But if we were to change our form of gov- 
ernment to @ monarchy and the women and 
men were to go forth to elect a king I for one 
would be there, as the poets say, with bells 
on. A monarchy is a sane and level headed 
sort of political arrangement and more than 
that—it’s picturesque—there’s class to it. In- 
stead of a small, framed, not too well kept up 
house of complicated architecture with cloth 
palms sitting aréund in the main ball and 
ratty looking old portraits on the walla, 
there'd be a gray stone palace at Washington 
with a thousand windows reflecting the red 
Flows at sunset and lackeys galore inside it, 
and a court scene, like these in Shakspeare, 
two or three times a week.

There would be a royal family that would 
be dear to the nation merely by reason of it 
being our own—we should feel a potent per- 
sonal interest in its births and deaths and 
educations and marriages. We should each 
feel that we slightly owned it. A nation 
can't possibly feel that way about a presi- 
dent that it loses every four years. A presi- 
dent bears the same relatian to a king that 
the modern swift going and coming kitchen 
mechanic bears to the old fashioned hired girl 
who would live in a family for nineteen years. 
There is no such adoration rife in these 
United States for our current president as is 
apparent to the stranger in the Netherlands, 
from the Dutch nation to their young sov- 
ereign and her tiny helress—or as even the 
malcontent Spaniards show to theirs, with 
his girlish queen and plump princelinga.

Mr. Taft is probably a nice man, but we 
don't adore him yet. And as soon as we 
begin to get used to him and maybe fond of 
him, he'll have to go. What we need ig tradi- 
tion and a sense of permanency and duration 
We need more patriotism and fewer presi- 
dents. Until we get it, which, certes, will be 
quite some time, I, for one, am not going to 
be much interested in the politics of this do- 
main.

But I am still stronger for the qualities of 
sincerity and enthusiasm—which brings me 
back to the suffragists and my deep delief in 
them, The wide, long ancient curse upon 
women includes limitless waiting and limit- 
less durance and an infinite hoping against 
hope.

Jeff brands the stories as plain every day 
Nes and challenges the squealers to produce 
their evidence. Abe Attel was the first to 
come through with a pretty little:tale that 
Johnson had agreed to lay down,” and then 
camé John L. Sullivan with practically the 
same yarn. Jeffries says that Sullivan must 
have some positive informatjon on the subject 
to nake such a'statement and that, this being 
the case, he owes it to the public and every 
one concerned to unbuckle and take them into 
his confidence. 

Jeffries also: says if Sullivan. within a rea- 
sonable length of time faſls to prove bis asser- 
tions that it will be up to him (Jeffries) to de- 
fend himself as best he can. Just what Jim 
means by ‘this I'am at a loss to understand 
unless he figures on making John L. eat his 
words. 

Jeff Fails to Get Clew. 

Regarding the dope stories, Jeff says he 
believes he was handed some dope during the 
last two or three days before the fight and 
that he is willing to pay liberally for Informa- 
tion leading to the discovery of the guilty 
parties. Up tadate he has been unable to un- 
earth any clewe and says the perpetrators 
covered up their tracks.in such a thorough 
manner that it is next to eee to prove 
anything. 

It is my belief that the fight was on the 
level and that no crooked work had been con- 
templated at any time. This is my opinion, 
It must be admitted that as a sample of the 
goods that world's champions are supposed 
to carry in stock it was certainly a bum ex- 
hibition.

His food and drink 
were prepared by his wife and it is too much 
to believe that there cc uld have been a traitor 
inthecamp. The men who were with Jeffries 
constantly during the months he spent in 
training both in California and Nevada had 
everything to gain through their charge’s 
succcee. J 

Only Credit Due Trainers.

My 
mission was to assist the big fellow. to the 
best of my ability, and particularly to act 
as his chief sparring partner. While in my

It is an 
easy. matter to make a squeal and, hurt a 
man's reputation, anch it is due not only to 
Jeffries, and the public, but also the men-who 
directed the big fellow's training opera- 
tions, that the squealers come through with 
the evidence.

Brown. It was another case of the novice 
beating the’ veteran and polished boxer. 
Murphy was supposed to be the class, and the 
betting was 3 to 1 that the Harlemite would 
win. It was Brown's fight all the way; and, 
while not succeeding in administering the 
sleeping potion, ft was only through clever 
stalling and clinching that Murphy lasted ten 


rounds. 


Brown Fools Talent. 


Brown fooled the talent from start to 
finish. It was thougbt that Tommy’s clever- 
ness would prove too much for the sturdy 
youngster. The shoe was on the other foot, 
much to the surprise of the wiseacres, and 
Brown proved superior pot only in strength 
but in boxing and footwork. From a reugh 
and willing boy, ready to swap punches to 
land a haymaker “ Knockout” has deve! 
oped in ar amazingly short time into a cork- 
ing good boxer, if reports are to be believed. 
And any boy who can lick Tommy Murphy 
has a chance with the champion: It will 
be recalled that Wolgast never hankered for 
a second meeting with Murphy. 

It is a difficult matter for a promoter ef 
boxing contests to run his shows on Sunday 
schoo) lines, and a.great many objectionable 
features are goodnaturedly overlooked by | 
the patrons of the game. There‘is one par- 
ticular form of nuisance that crops out at 
most boxing exhibitions to Which! I wigh to 
call the attention of promoters, and. while 
probably an impossibility to ‘suppress jt en- 
tirely, it seems to me that proper policing of 
the halls or clubs where the contests are held 
would help greatly to squelch some of the 
chief offenders. 


Noisy. Rooters Menace to Game. 

A few.weeks ago at a boxing show in one ot 
the middie west cities I: occupléd a ringside 
seat and witnessed several good bouts. What 
otherwise would have been a pleasant even- 
ing was spoiled by the loud mouthed rooters 
and boosters who were allowed to annoy spec- 
tators with their shouts of encouragement or 
abuse to the men in the ring. Judging from 
the’ instructions a number of these peace 
disturbers yeHe@ at their favorites, their 
knowledge of boxing. was nothing to brag 
about, but they were permitted every free- 
dom in the exercise of their vocal powers. It 
is enough for the seconds and handlers of the 
boxers to shout advice and instructions, but 
when aided by ‘several dozens of nolsy pests 
from all parts of the. house It is the limit and 
creates an infernal racket that the average 
fan does not relish; | 

When a free-born American citizen pays his 
money to see a boxing exhibition he feels that 
he is entitled to holler and veil to his heart’s 
content and should, of course, be permitted 
the privilege of applauding: the skill of his 
favorites. But prejudice runs away with bet- 


ter judgment in many instances and not satis- 


ned with yelling encouragement to their 
friends in the ring a number of these nuls- 
ances see fit to abuse both referee and the 
men who oppose their favorites. This ls both 
unsportsmanlike und untair to the more 
| peaceable lovers of the game there to see «x-~ 
hibitions of skill with the gloves and who do 
not fancy the idea of being reed to listen to 
these blatant bawiers. 


Should Stop Practice. : 


At a theatrical performance and most other 
forms of ‘entertainment a man who makes a 
nuisance of himself is immediately ejected 
from the premises; and this should be the 
rule at boxing shows, In cities where public 
boxing js permitted it is a difficult matter to 
suppress the pests, but in New York it ought 
to prove less troublesome. In that chy exhi- 
bitions are conducted by regularly organ- 
ed athletic’ clubs, and to squelch the ba w- 
ers it is necessary only to cancel their mem- 
bership cards. . 

Every effort should: be made to rid the 
game of its most objectionable features by 
those most inte ested in its prosperity, The 
better managed and cleaner the exhibiticns. 
the more supporters of bcx ng. Promoters 
ought to profit by the experiences of those 
in other Unes of tport—racing, for ing tan 
and not count tod strongly on political pre- 
erence or some other sort of pull for pro- 
tection. The best protection. rests largely 
with the manner in which the sport is pre- 
sented to the public, and properly. condu.t:4 
boxing exhibitions mean a great deal for the 
future of . boxing.

increases above 21 per cent. Yet between 
1890 and 1900 the increase of population for

Prevention Better than Cure. 


The treatment. of the attack is unsatistac- 


tory and drug treatment especially disap- 
pointing. The patient should be given a 
saline laxative, a bot mustard foot bath, 
and should lie down in a quiet darkened 
room. Cold applications to the forehead 
often afford some relief. The fine secondary 
electric current applied to the temples and 
the back of the neck is of the greatest value. 

Between attacks much may be done in the 
way of prevention. The better the patient's 
general condition the less frequent will 
the attacks. and While at the present time 
an absolute cure is impossible, it is possible 
to render the attacks few and far between. 
The patient’s general health must be built 
up in every way possible. The long con- 
tinued use of certain drugs seems to in- 
crease the intervals and shorten the at- 
tacks.

Then there is always. hand embroidery, 
used by itself or in conjunction with lace. 
Scalloped, embroidered edges always are a 
pretty finish, and the sheer swiss insertions 
and edginge make a dainty trimming. : Rib- 
bons play an important part in the finishing 
touches of many of the most ‘attractive 
aprons one sees, 80 one can easily see there 
are enough ideas to choose from. 

In thie little gored apron it will be pretty 
to join the seame by setting in lace ineertion 
of the swiss insertion or beading. If the lace 
is used roll the edges of the apron seams 
in a narrow roll and overhand the insertion 
to the rolled edges. Hold the insertion and 
the rolled edge of a seam over the fore finger 
of the left hand and put the needle in under 
‘the rolled edge, bringing it out at the top.

Unknown to educators generally, it is the 
theory which she has advanced quietly but persistently 
on every occasion of an art lecture which she has had 
to deliver to mothers and teachers. Now, because of 
what she deems its importance at a psychological time, 
when guardians the world over aré asking each other 
how they can best teach their children the right living 
of life, she has decided to tell THz Trisune definitely 
just what and how much she meant by a statement 
which has kept her in the limelight ever since the day 
when the part of her lecture above quoted was re- 
ported to the Chicago world. 


3 * : 
Appeal to the American Mother. 


In doing so she made the condition that an appeal 

be made to mothers in a prelude that she requested to 
have taken down verbaiim by the reporter and in which 
she implores them as follows: 
“ Haste, American mothers! Drop your bridge whist 
and your gossip and hurry to the Art institute. Go 
to the classrooms or anywhere that you can hear the 
best teaching until you know the true in art. Learn 
to separate the pure and exalted from the suggestive, 
the good from he vicious; and, having picked the 
great masterpieces, call your little ones about you and 
let them learn. Teach them to revere the nude in such 
beautiful statues as the ‘Venus de Milo,’ the ‘ David’ 
by Michael Angelo, the Hermes by Praxiteles, the 
exquisite little pure figure of ‘The Snowdrop,’ 


“And when they, the mothers, have learned, how 
shall they proceed?“ 

For answer Mrs. Sherwood described a tour on which 
she periodically takes public school children through 
the rooms of the Art institute. It is one of the 
strangest art gallery tours imaginable, for sometimes 
the small art students are the merest tots from the 
infant class. Again, they are 12 and 14 years old, 
from the grammar school and the first year in high 
school.. Sometimes there are as many as fifty or sixty 
of them, but whether big or little, many or few, al- 
ways they crowd breathless round the instructor and 
see with solemn eyes the visions she points out to 
them. 
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Often, nearly always, in fact, there is some earnest 
adult art observer hovering in the background, anxious 
to be within the circle of the wonderful teaching that 
he feels instinctively is going on in that little charmed 
circle. Invariably, however, he reverently respects the 
carriers that Mrs. Sherwood'’s low voice.throws round 
her class, and finally retreats after observing them a 
little while from the background. 

„ always talk low to them on this account,” said 
Mrs. Sherwood, “and for another reason, which is that 
what I have to say to them I want to say intimately, 
right to their faces. After I have taken them through 
the different rooms and shown them the beauties of 
different kinds, I want to round them up at a certain 
picture I know where they will get the highest spirit 
of the nude. I want them to get a lesson which I will 
inculeate there, a lesson of purity which they can get 
in no other way, and I want to say it straight to 
their faces. The picture is ‘The Bathers,’ by Bou- 


guereau.

First Lesson in the Technique. 


“But I should better stop and tell you how 1 con- 
duct the tour. First, there is the Dutch or Rembrandt 
room, where I show them the technique.

of the picture and they recoil and turn from it to take 


one more look at ‘The Bathers’ as naturally as flow- 
ers turn to the light. 

“You see, the facts of UHfe have always been with- 
held from -children until they get to the eighth grade 
or thereabouts and the ignorance hampers them. The 
fact that this is true is the most wicked thing that 
ever was, and it has been going on for ages. They 
are left to get in whisperings behind the doors what 
they should get from art. In fact, I believe the nude 
in art is the only answer to this great question which 
is coming up now more insistently than it ever has 
before, coming to face parents—the question of how 
to teach their children the message of life. 

It is the opposite to the Venus de Medici, which, 
it is true, also was made by the Greeks, but made by 
them a hundred years after the Milo—in fact, after 
the decadence of Rome had set in and spoiled the 
Greeks. This Medici, of course, is not good for our 
purpose because it is suggestive, as I have pointed 
out when I have addressed teachers. 

“The thing we have to remember in connection with 
the best Greek statuary is that accustomedness to the 
thought of the human body as a temple of divine beauty 
makes for right ideals and right living. Children learn 
the facts of life, know they are true, and after that 
are never self-conscious again. It is positively neces- 
sary that they should know the beauty of their own 
bodies so that there can come the highest appreciation 
of the physical self. In this lie all their welfare and 
future happiness, and the only way to teach it is to 
familiarize your children with the works of the great 
masters. :

OR the benefit of the honest pater familias 
who carves up his turkey on Thanksgiv- 
ing day and sagely tells the rising gen- 
eration how the old Puritans of New 
England started the turkey custom, Dr.

to us that no one could describe them accurately with- 
out first studying a coin. :

Eagle Last to Be Considered. 

We do not worry much about heraldry in America at 
this date, But when che republic was born it was still 
one of the polite arts and the fathers regarded the 
Selection of proper heraldic arms ab a most essential 
feature of the conception of a new mation. In the 
earliest days the eagle had no place in their consid- 
eracions, and at the last when Franklin heard that it 
had been chosen he was sorely displeased. Rattle- 
snakes, men with bis sticks,” turkeys, and all sorts 
of things were considered and rejected by a cautious 
congress before the majestic bald eagle was finally 
chosen and adopted. The history of all this discussion 
end debate is so little known or so little regarded thac 
it will be well to review it. 

John Hancock, immediately after the declaration of 
independence on the Fourth of July, 1776, turned his 
attention to the creation of a national flag and seal, 
deeming these essential to the dignity and prestige of 
the united colonies.

ered in Paris. In 1775 he designed a three dollar bill 
for the colonies, and as edicor of the Gazette at the

seldom seen today by Europeans. He 
only exists in small numbers. 


Now and then, however, a European 


sportsman in the bush, who has brought 
down his game by a well aimed shot, 
will find himself suddenly surrounded wy 
a throng of small yellowish brown peo- 
ple who appear as suddenly as if they 
bad sprung up from the ground. They 
come because they hope for a treat at 
the hands of the generous sportsman. 
They are eager for a taste of game which 
they have not had to work to gain them- 
selves, Although there may be other 
South African natives among them there 
are pretty certain also to be some gen- 
vine Bushmen. That is to say, there 
are some whose ancestors once peopled 
the whole of South Africa, as far as 
the Zambesi, and who painted pictures 
in caves and on rocky walls, over the en- 
tire country, wherever they dwelt or. 
roamed, 

The pictures are probably faithful if 
crude copies of the bushmen’s appear- 


ance in ancient days. The bushmen of 
today resemble them closely, Generally 
the pictures are painted in color. Bright 
or dark red are favorite tints. Now and 
then, however, yellow or white, brown or 
violet are used. 

The bushmen artists obtained their col- 
ors from the earth. To make their white 
they took chalk. Their red was made 
out of peroxide of iron. The human 
figures which they have drawn are al- 
‘ways extremely active—full of anima- 
tion and vivacity. Many have weapons, 
such as bows, arrows, and quivers. The 
animals which they drew look much like 
the animals which the cave dwellers of 
Europe used to portray in their curious 
sketches, : 

The clothing was certainly not hard 
to draw, for there was so little of it. 
A queer old headdress appears frequent- 
ly. Among the pietures which were re- 
cently collected and described by Lieut. 
H. Jochmann, who belonged to the Ger 
man defensive force in German South- 
west Africa, there appear some drawings 
marked with a cross, which depict some 
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strange beings that seem to be half man 
and half animal—human limbs with ani- 
mais’ headts—-which probably represent 
a legendary beast of bushman fable. 
When the natives themselves are asked 
about these ancient paintings and the 
origin of them they always make the 
same reply: Eloba made them. Biloba, 
the good god, who at the beginning, when 
he wanted to create living things, first 
made sketches on the cliff walls.” This 
then is their story—these sketches were 
the pattern after which the first bushmen 


were fashioned in the days of long ago. | 


Men who know about such things, how- 
ever, believe that the bushmen were rich 
and powerful at the time when they took 
pleasure in tracing these figures on the 
rocks. Later, when other races grew 
stronger, and forced them into the wild 
life of the deep bush where they had 
to work hard for a mere existence, they 
had neither time nor wish to continue 
with their art. Life itself was then a 
problem hard to meet. Art was a luxury 
which they could not afford to indulge in. 

There are other wise men who declare 
that the bushmen learned to make their 
queer drawings from the ancient Egyp- 
tians. They claim that the art itself is 
Egyptian in its first principles, the char- 
acter of the figure and the style of the 
headdress remind them of others in Egyp- 
tian painting. And this may all be true, 
of course. 

Nevertheless, there are other men, 
equally wise, who contradict. These be- 
lieve that the bushmen learned how to 
draw from the Hottentots. The Hotten- 
tots themselves deny this, or any knowl- 
edge of the strange cliff drawings. But 
when we stop to think that the busb- 
men and the Hottentots are descended 
from the same primitive men and that 
both are physically of the same mold, 
we can credit this story, too. Certainly 
the Hottentots represent human life with 
great skill. Hottentot children make 
playthings out of clay, models of animals 
and human figures. They model well and 
their work shows that they observe 
closely. 

In any case the bushman drawings are 
children’s drawings—drawings which men 
and women made during the childhood 
of the race. Probably if bushmen were 
to try to draw today their work would 
be much the same, for they rank as 


grown up children among the races of the 
world.

Copernicus, the great Polish astronomer, 
who lived during the latter part of the 
fifteenth and the early years of the six- 
teenth century, conceived the idea of the 
earth’s motion, and by comparing it with 
the appearances in the heavens founded a 
mew system of astronomy, one hundred 
years before the invention of telescopes, 
with imperfect wooden instruments on 
which the lines were often only marked 
with ink. 
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According to wies tradition, William 
Tell was a patriot, who in the fourteenth 
century, rescued his native district from 
the tyranny of the house of Austria. The 
Austrian Gessler, among other acts of 
tyranny, placed the ducal hat of Austria 
at the top of a long pole, erected in the 
market place of Altdorf, Switzerland, 
where Tell lived, and gave orders that mo 
one should pass without uncovering his 
head. One day Tell and his little boy 
took no notice of the hat, and were at 
once dragged before Gessler. He, know- 
ing that William Tell was a great cross- 
bowman, thought to make his skill the 
means of finishing him. Tell was ordered 
to shoot an apple from his son’s head, and 
was told that if he missed it he should 
die. He hit the apple without injuring 
the child. 

“What did you mean to do with the 
second arrow you have in your girdle?’ 
asked Gessler. To have shot you, had E 
slain my son,” answered William Tell. 
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Tell was then seized, bound, and 
thrown into a boat on the Lake of Lu- 
cerné, to be taken to thé castle where 
Gessler lived. A sudden Alpine storm 
sprang up. Tell was the only man on 
board who knew the shore and could man- 
age a boat in such weather. He was aF 
lowed to take the helm and he ran the 
boat towards a rocky ledge; there ne 
seized this bow and arrow, 
shore, and pushed the vessel back into 
the water. But the storm abated. Ges- 
sler and his party landed. Tell lay in 
wait for them im a rocky defile and shot 
Gessler through the heart, a 


This happened in 1307 and the great ag 
war of the Swiss against Austria folk 


lowed, not to end until 1499. 

In 1387, the story goes, a religious serv- 
ice was instituted to commemorate the act 
of Tell at the place where he lived, and 
the following year Tell’s chapel was built 
on the spot where the boat was said te 
have landed. In 1880 the chapel was re- 
built.

Return Often Not Reported. 

“People are quick to report the unexplained 
absence of a relative,” said Sergt.

It is the custom when a 
person fs reported missing to dispatch an 
officer to the house for detailed information 
regarding his appearance, habits, and the 
like. Ofttimes- the man or woman has re- 
turned home in the meantime, but the police- 
man is not told that. The shades are drawn, 
the house is locked, and the policeman may 
ring for an hour without being admitted.

Death Claims Three Pilots. 

Racing this year has claimed more victims 
than in any previous season and so far three 
well known pilote have paid the penalty for 
their daring—Al Li De 
Hymel, and W. H. Su 
track, and road. Stil the fate of the three 
does not deter others from fisking their necks 
in the pursuit of fame and gold behind the 
sputtering motors. That Wagner's and 
Haupt's names were not added to this list at 
Savannah is to be wondered at, for both met 
with mishaps where death stared them in the 
face. Wagner's accident wag the closest call 
the great foreign driver bag had in his long 
career, while Haupt owes bis life to the fact 
that he was thrown into à big bush. 

De Hymel was generally eredited with 
being an Aztec Indian, but there Were many 
who doubted this: The halo of romance con- 
pected with the title * Whispering Wind“ 
added to De Hymel’s fame and he did not 
deny = Aztec Indian’ story. Like Living- 
stone, he wasacomer. He had demonstrated 
that he was get pmo driver. in the southwest, 
and when he ran third to Zengeil and Mulford 
in the Fairmount park road race he came into 
national fame. He also had driven in the 
Vanderbilt, but in that classic he did nothing 
worthy of note. 

Had De Hymel exercised caution he need 
not have. met: with his accident at San An- 
tonto. He met death im a handicap race in 
which he had started from scratch. He had 
caught his field and hed swung into the lead 
when he lost a front wheel and crashed into 
the bank. Ordinarily a scratch man ance he 
gets to the front that way slows down, con- 
tent to play safe, but not so De Hymel He 
kept going and it wes while burning up the 
track that he met his * 


Accident Met in Training. 

In the case of Sharp it was a man who 
was attempting to demonstrate the worth 
of his product. Sharp was the manufac- 
turer of the Sharp Arrow. He had a small 
business, but two years ago, when the Long 
island motor speedway was opened, he won 
his class at a remarkable rate of speed, 
which made his car famous. He tried to fol- 
low this up at Savannah and determined to 
drive himself. It was while training the 
day before. the Grand Prix that he met 


with the accident that caused his death last 


Monday. 

Manufacturers of motor cars nowadays do 
net risk their lives in racing the way they 
used to do. In the pioneer days Alexander 
Winton himself: was a racing: man. He did 
the first really fast work at Ormond and he 
drove the Winton Bullet in the James Gor- 
don Bennett cup race when it was contest- 
ed in Ireland. Shortly after he concluded 
to give up racing and deyote his time to 
oe cars. 


He also has the amateur mile at 
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Henry Ford, another one of America’s 
big manufacturers, also used to drive a 
racing car himself. He built the famous 
old 909 in which Barney Oldfield got his 
start. Ford himself drove one of hisjearlier 
cars a remarkable mile on the ice on Lake 
St. Clair in the early days—something like 
85 sedonds—which. made the motoring world 
sit up and take notice. Ford also drove at 
Ormond, and about the last time he ap- 
peared in competition. was at a beach meet 
at Atlantic City in 1907. 

Abroad big manufacturers used to drive 

g cars. 8. F. Edge still holds the 
world’s twenty-four hour record of 1,681 
miles, made in a Napier six cylinder, while 
he won one of the first Bennett eup races. 
C. 8. Rolls, who made the Rolls-Royce, an 
English car, and who was killed in an aero- 
plane flight last summer, used to race motor 
cars, and, like Bdge, was in the earlier in- 
ternational road races, in which he acquitted 
himself. most creditably.

The owner of one of these farms is 
assured a perpetually cheap transportation, the 
best in the world. 


Through drainage the rich alluvial lands of Louisiana are being trans- 
formed from unproductive swamps into splendid fields of corn. Land 
that a few short years ago i 124 cents an acre has been 


reclaimed and today is worth from $100 to $300 per acre. Thé crops 
grown on these lands more than justify the price. In a single year 
three and sometimes four crops are raised; a crop of onions, ‘to 
300 sacks to the acre; a crop of corn, 50 to 100 bushels to the acre; a 
crop of potatoes, 100 to 200 bushels to the acre, and a crop of cow peas 
hay, 2 to 3 tons to the acre, on the same land. The total value of 


these crops runs from $250 to $500 and up an acre. Think of it!

‘CATERPILLAR,’ NOVEL ENGINE, 
PLOWS LOUISIANA SOFT LAND. 


Machine with Movable Sidewalk Un- 
der It Used in Farming Newly Re- 
claimed Swamp Soil. 


The peculiar character of the soll in the 
reclaimed swamps of Louisiana has caused 
the development of an unusual mechanical 
device, known technically as the caterpil- 
lar.“ ; 

When the water is drained away from the 
swamp lands the soil at first is so soggy that 
a horse cannot walk on it. For some months 


this sponginess makes it impossible to do 


anything toward development. 

The necessity of plowing the land, and 
also for rolling it, caused makers of trac- 
tlon engines to put broad wheels on light 
machines. These wheels are connected by a 
belt of heavy wood that forms a roadway 
whereyer the machine goes. The movable 
sidewalk under the machine is broad enough 
go that the engine does not become mired. 
When the soil has been rolled and plowed in 
this manner it quickly becomes firm enough 


for ordinary farming. :

Settlers going into Florida divide into two 
streams when they reach Jacksonville. One 


of these streams goes down the east coast 
until the Everglades are reached, end the 
other travels down the west coast, possibly 
as far as Tampa. Each coast has its own 
advantages, and the two are so different in 
their characteristics that they might as well 
be a thousand miles apart, instead of the 
short distance across the insula. 

The chief agricukural let on the west 
coast is in the neighborhood of Tampa, where 
especial attention 1a paid to grape fruit, to 
the growth of which conditions appear to be 
especially welladapted. But, although many 
are turning their attention to grape fruit, 
there are others who believe they can obtain 
quicker and surer returns from grain and 


cattle. 

Stock is likely to prove decidedly. 
profitable, and it is pointed out there is an 
opportunity to meke large amounts in poul- 
try on account of the heavy demand from 
Cuba and other near by southern ports where 
chickens and eggs are in demand, but where 
little effort le made to raise them at home. 
It is said that a single commission house in 
Tampa ships $750,000 worth of eggs to Cuba 
every year. This makes a steady market 
for all of the products of the poukry ranches. 


Seek Black Soil for Celery. 


The. celery growers search out the places 
where the black soil is to be found, as they 
need rich ground in order to get good re- 
suite. This. needs little fertilizer, which 16 
Hkely to be a considerable charge in locali- 
ties where the soll is lighter. 

But when fertilizer is used intelligently it 
represents an investment, it is asserted, 
which ig certain to give returns. 

Like every locality where there is a mild 
climate and a long growing season living ig 
comparatively cheap in Florida, for it is 
easy to raise all that is needed by a family.

A ride of a few miles 
brings the visitor to the end of one of the 
new canals dug by the big dredges. 

The hardest part of the dredging was en- 
countered at the start, where it was necessary 
to cut through the rock rim that surrounds 
the Everglades. This rim is what has held 
the water in the swamps and prevented 
them from draining naturally. 

After passing the rim the dredges easily 
cut their way through the soft soll and th 
growth of sawgrass. :

The great central basin of California is 
made up of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys and contains close to 15,000,000 acres 
that are subject to cultivation. This is the 
largest and one of the richest bodies of irri- 
gable land in the United States, and it is be 
Heved to be only ea question of a compara 
tively shurt time before it will supply home 
sites for millions of people. 

With the exception of development in only 


a few localities opportunities in tne great 


basin have been neglected and enormous 
areas have been used for raising grain. Some 
of these farms were the largest ever known 
in the United States, and they were the scene 
of the earliest practical application of a s) s- 
tem ot dry farming. But a system of con- 
tinuous grain cropping cannot be followed 
anywhere, hence the day came when the bo- 
nanza method had to be abandoned. 
Oust the Big Ranch Holders, 

Just about the time when the bosansa 
farmers were being forced to change their 
systems the present great popular demand 
for land, due to the increase in population 
and the need for larger food supplies, began 
to develop and those who devote their atten- 
tion to supplying needs of this sort made 
careful examinations of the possibilities of 
the great basin. Then a peaceful revolution 
began and the holders of big 
ousted, one by one, and the home builder 
was invited to enter. 

Glant machines, drawn by thirty or forty 
mules, passed over the grain fields a few 
years ago and harvested the wheat and 
berley by wholesale. Today these machines 
are yanishing. There are a few ieft, but the 
majority have given place te other huge 
machines that are digging irrigation ditches 
or grading roads, preparatory to the coming) 
of the home bullden 

The two valleys already contain several 
cities, such as Fresno and Sacramento, as 
well as many smaller towns, but the develop- 
ment of the land has amounted to only a frac- 
tion of what is possible. Judging by the 
amount of the acreage that recently has been 
thrown open to the public, however, the 
impending change is well under way. 

California has been calied the Maly of 
America, as ite winters are mild and there 
is almost continual eunghine over most of the 
state. The summer climate of the mountains 
drawa tourists from great distances and they 
visit Lake Tahoe and the other noted beauty 
spots in large numbers. 

In size the state is the second in the union, 
as it contains 156,980 square miles, or 99. 
827,200 ‘acres. At the time the census of 
1900 was taken 28,828,981 acres, or less than 
< per cent, of the land, was under cultive- 
tion.

But the gold seeking pioneers were not 
home builders, neither were the cattlemen 
who followed them, nor the bonanza grain 
growere who displaced the live stock integ- 
ests. All of these interests that have hed 
control of the agricultural districts of Call- 
fornia left vacant acres behind them, but 
now the era of permanent improvement and 
of home buflding is well under way. 

From the agricultural point of view the 
state is passing through one of the most m- 
portant eras in its development and one that 
offers more opportunities than ever before 
to the home builder.

When properly sprayed the fruit comes 
from the trees in perfect condition. unmarked 
by any insects or worms. The work is done 
by small pumps operated by gasoline en- 
eines, in the larger orchards. The appera- 
tus is hauled from tree to tree and am artifi- 
cial shower started.
